Rivers  and  Streams 

Considerable  pollution  of  the  stream  running  throu^'  the  centre 
of  the  town  was  found  to  be  taking  place.  This  pollution  proved 
to  be  from  the  Cattle  "liar  ic  strand  informal  action  was  taken  with  the 
result  that  a^l-jawiii ings  are  now  discharged  into  the  sewer,  Ono  ^ 
other  in  Albion  Street  has  also  boon  d.iao-onoeotod  from  the- 

stream  and  the. /drains  connected  to  the  sewer. 

Closet  Accommodation 

The  Council  have  announced  their  intention  of  making  a grant 
t-owa3;ds  the /f-oart -of  converting  earthbloeets  into  waterclosets,  " This 
step  will  far-reaching  effects  in  removing  the  most  insanitary 

feature  of  the  town.  The  announoement  was  only  made  in "September 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year "appl icat ions  for  the  conversion  of  59 
cartholoeets  had  been  receivede 

■ A rop-ort  was  prepared  by  the"  San  it  ary'  Inspector  In  iir\gust , 1944 
which  wag  placed  before  the.  Committee  in  g^ptombor ,194b.  This  report 
shews  that  976  earthclosets  were  in  uee^and  that  the  cost  of" 
collection  of  nightsoil  was  3,95  pence  per  closet  per  week  with  a 
total  annual  -oo-ftt  of  £837. 126. Bd 

Public  Cleansing 

Scavenging  of"both  nightsoil  and  refuse  , is  undertaken  throughout 
the  town, and  consists  of  a weekly  collection  of  n ightsc 11 ,and  in 
certain  cases  a twice  weekly  collection. 

Refuse  is  divided  into  two  categories  viz:-  ncn-aalvageable  and 
salvageable,  A bl-weckly  cQll6cti;,.n  is  mainta  ine^d' of  e-a-ch  type  which 
a.mounts  "■feo  a weekly  collection  of  Household  ^fuse,  "A  weekly 
collect ich  of  noh-salvageable  refuse  is  carried  out  in  Middle  Street 
only.

6,  Water  Sunni v 

The  principle  eupaly  to  the  town  is  by  means “of  the  Driffield 
V/a  ter '■Company,  In  addition  there  are  about  150  private  pumps  in 
the  district,  the  ,maj  or  ity  of  which  arc  conocots^d  to  bores  sunk 
into  the  chalk  to  a depth  of  approximately  45  feet. 

Samples  of  water  (both  chlorihrcted  and  unchlor inated)  fxcm  bhe 
supply  are  sent  for  analysis  every  month  and  these  shew 
the  water  to  be  of  excellent  purity,  ■ ' 

Consequent  on  the  establishment  of  military  tr^^ining  camps 
on  the  V;?olds, with  attendant  risk  of  pollution  of  the  town’s  water

7o  Housing 

" ' The  War  has  prevented  any  new  houses  being  erected  and  the 
condition  “of  the  old  houses  i deteriorating  due  to  lack  of  labour 
and  materials  to  maintain  them  in  a proper  mannero  survey  of  the 
town  should  be  made  to  ascertain  those  houses  not  fit  for_ 
occupation  or  capable  at  a reasonable  expense  of  being  made  fit  and 
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those  requiring  repairs  to  bring  them  up-  to  a desired  standard^ 

There  is  a gieat  deal  of  overcr-o’tvding  in  the  town,  the  new 
houses  are  needed,  as  soon  as " poss  ible  / to  provide  the  improved 
housing  Gondit  ro-n'j  necessary, 

Since  th^  c ■;-break  of  war'rcutine  housing  inspection  has 
of  necessity  been ‘"greatly  curtailed , but  informal  action  has  been 
taken  when  complam-cs  have  been  received.  -
